John S. Dore, for the Populists, stat- 


ed that his party would hold a conven- 
tion Jn Sacramento on June 12th. 


George W. Baker, for the Silver Re-

MAY FIGHT OVER WEST AFRICA. 


English Papers 
on the 
Proposed 


Alliance With the United 


States. 


By Ao»oolatea Press to The Tribune. 


NEW YOKK, May 17.—A dispatch to the 


\Vorld from London says: The Russian 
Ambassador has been directed to cleman'J 
from Lord Salisbury, it is reported, an 
explanation of Mr. Chamberlain's asser- 
tion that Russia is ineligible for an alli- 
ance because of her perfidy. 


The prevailing opinion now Is that Mr. 


Chamberlain's speech, in which he advo- 
cated an Anglo-Saxon alliance, was a 
grievous indiscretion. 


It has excited sentiment without prom- 


ising to attain any advantage. 


•His Indirect calling tho Czar "the devil" 


Is sure, it is believed, to give undying of- 
fense in St. Petersburg. 


In the city of London (the financial dis- 


trict) today great depression prevailed, 
liumors were, flying about that tho Gov- 
ernment proposes to offer a larg-e issue 
of exchequer bill.s to form a war chest. A 
further rise in tho bank rate was freely 
predicted. 


Mr. Chamberlain's main nnd immediate 


object Is kno%vn to be to force France i.o 
evacuate Brossta, West Africa, even at 
tho risk of war. It has leaked out that 
In his private talk to bankers last Thurs- 
day Lord Salisbury said that the West 
African situation Is tho most sorious mat- 
ter the Cabinet has now to deal with, anil 
Its satisfactory solution seems well :ii£h 
lirpoj-sible. 


This anticipatory declaration by the 


Primo Minister gives gravity to Mr. 
Chamberlain's speech, which it otherwise 
might have lacked simply because of the 
universal suspicion that ho was r>layiri/>: 
simply his own hand. 


A furlher element of seriousness Is im- 


pnrted to the situation by tho remark of 
the Duke of Cambridge at tho volunteer 
bunouet on Friday night that France had 
been given a month to dear out o£ Bros- 
Eia, tho disputed district in West Africa. 
Tho Duke today denied having said this, 
but volunteer officers present declare that 
hiy words were taken down at the time 
and passed around tho table to ail the 
quests on a slip of paper marked "conri- 
dential." 
A variety of circumstances, in short, 


tend to cause grea.t anxiety here concern- 
Ing the outlook, which now is aff'jcted by 
the inspired statement from French agen- 
cies that the West African negotiations 
axo progressing satisfactorily. 


Everything seema to prove tho worth 


of tho words of au editorial published 
broadcast here that Mr. Chamberlain's 
proposing an 
Anglo-American 
alliance 


rprings from a deplre to drag tho Uniuci 
States into a- war 
over a miasmatic 


swamp in West Africa. 


Atnoncr even the Ilrr.Ued section of poli- 


ticians in Parliament favorable to such 
an alliance, tho idea of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's declaration Is treated as absurdly 
In advar.ee of events, while the bulk of 
the members t>f Parliament, who would 
rather bo indifferent or hostile to It. are 
affronted that a Minister should hawk of- 
^rs of a British alliance In the market 
piace. 


Mr. Chamborlatn himself is delighted 


over the sensation he hr.s created, though 
Ills jubilation obviously Is not shared by 
his colleagues. Several members of Par- 
liament pressed him privately tonight for 
a more explicit statement concerning the 
danger ahead. He merely replied orac- 
ularly: "Events will Justify." 


/The Liberal leaders Intend to have a 
debate on his speech at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, which cannot now be until 
Friday after the Whitsuntide recess. 


A drift of opinion regarding the Anglo- 


American alliance may be gathered from 
articles In tho principal .papers except 
the Mail, which has championed none but 
lost causes during its short existence. 
No newspaper has received the sugges- 
tion with enthusiasm. 


The News fears that whatever chance 
there is of realizing an alliance, "g-ush 
nnd jingoism" are likely to destroy Mr, 
Chamberlain. It says: "He was jrullty »f 
Jingoism in arguing Anglo-Saxon alliance 
us an englno of decisive action." 


The Globe observes: "Wo would be glatl 


to livo In the likelihood of a permanent 
nllianc« of the English speaking nations, 
but in the case of tho United States their 
foreign policy undergoes such quick and 
violent changes that a. friend of today be- 
comes an enemy tomorrow. As long as 
our naval supremacy endures we have 
jio new] for help on the ocean, while tho 
Vr.itcd States could give no help on 
Innil." 


Tho Star, strongly pro-Americnn, says: 


• "Let us not fall Into the error of forcing 


Ecntimont in a hothouse of selfishness. 
That Is Mr. Chamberlain's mistake. Jn 
this business of an Anslo-.-Smerican alll- 


anco ' pushfulness is likely to do more 
barm than good." 
Tlie St. James Gazette remarks: 
"The 


good people who fancy that all 19 now 
completed but signing a formal treaty of. 
ofi'enso ami defense are going much too 
fast and are likely to do only mischief. 
The United States have yet. to realize 
their own isolation and actual danger but 
for British support in Europe." 


Tho gush referred to by the News Is 


supplied by editorials from certain New 
York papers which may have been cosily 
drawn out by Mr. Chamberlain's interest- 
ed effusiveness.

the United States will put their hands la 
the hornets' nest of the far East whlcli 
the European nations ara sitting on. 
There will be, great wars in that region, 
and the best thlnpr America can do IB to 
keep out and stay out. 


"Tho Philippines are. good collateral se- 


curity, but the Philippines cannot be a 
colony of the United States, and wo can- 
not grow Americans there.

ahead. But I am as certain as I am Hv- 
ins that Great Britain, with only 10,000,000 
people among the 300,000,000 of Europe, 
will have to look to America In the fu- 
ture. and that her great, giant BOH will 
take care of the old lady In her old age.
